PROTECTION vs. FREE TRADE. 

The Globe of the 21st contains a well 
written article, entitled “ Protection and 
its Advantages,” the main drift of which 
is that the agriculturist in the United 
States is taxed for the benefit of the 
manufacturer, without receiving any 
compensation therefor, and trnly says: 

As the producer of commodities, the 
prices of which are, In point of fact, regu¬ 
lated by the supply audjipmand of the 
European markets, theyCanudiau stands 
ou precisely the same footing M the United 
States agriculturist. There Is not one

The Globe then quotes from an Amer¬ 
ican Free Trade publication a funny but 
very stale campaign statement of the 
articles necessary to the comfort of the 
farmer, and for which he is taxed largely. 
Ou the whole, the organ makea a very 
ingenious defence of Free Trade, and 
one doubtless that will delude many of 
its readers, as they have been deluded in 
like manner before. But the trouble 
with the Globe’s position is that it only 
presents one side of the question. All 
that it states to the advantage of the 
manufacturer is true enough, but why 
deny or fail to slate the advantages also 
accruing to the Protected agrictflturist ? 
In giving the tax upon the farmer for 
woolen, iron and leather manufactures, 
which about cover the list referred to 
so facetiously by the American authority 
quoted by the Globe, why did not the 
Free Trade organ add the long list of 
necessities produced by the agriculturist, 
and for which the manufacturer is taxed 
proportionately to the indirect levy upon 
the productions of the latter ? Why is 
it silent regarding the Protection afford¬ 
ed the American fanner upon cotton, 
sugar, wool, tobacco, hemp, corn, wheat, 
cattle, horses, etc., etc. ? Why does it 
not tell its readers that the Protection 
which the American husbandman re¬ 
ceives not only prevents the Canadian 
farmer from competing with him in his 
own market, but the absence of Protec¬ 
tion to the Canadian agriculturist en . 
ables his American neighbor to cross 
the line and undersell him at hom«? 
Why does not the Globe say a word 
about the immense wheat region of the 
Saskatchewan valley—Manitoba—which 
should, and doubtless will be, under the 
fostering care of an abler Government

Why give com¬ 
parative tables, which, superficially con¬ 
sidered, look so promising for the Free 
Trader, but when clearly understood and 
_ explained, put a totally different face 
upon the matter ? No one disputes the 
Free Trade doctrine if it be unconfined 
and universal; but when a nation like 
the American—separated from us only 
by an imaginary line-not an ocean or 
a continent—is allowed the freedom of 
our markets, while we are effectually 
shut out from theirs, we submit to any 
candid mind that common sense alone 
to Bay nothing of experience, should 
decide the question as to with whom 
the advantage lies. Free Trade means 
with us Reciprocity. The Americans 
will have none of it. Therefore, in de¬ 
fence of their deareet interests—as a 
common means of self-preservation- 
what eUe should Canadians do but apply 
the same principle to their neighbors 
that their neighbors apply to them» 
Among themselves, the Americans of 
each section arc taxed reciprocally ; then 
why not observe the same rule ’among 
nations ? If we cannot have reciprocitv 
In trade, which is Free Trade, let us 
have reciprocity in tariffs, which is Pro¬ 
tection. Mutuality—equality—is what 
we are after. This gained, let “ every 
tub stand on its own bottom.” 


The selection of David M 
Philosopher, the man of “logical eccen¬ 
tricities,” as Mr. Laird’s successor ^n the 
Cabinet, is received very quietly by the 
Globe, and we presume it will not create 
much of a ripple on the political sea, 
any way, as, for the short lease the Grits 
yet have of power, the personnel of the 
Ministry cannot matter much to the 
country.

London, Oct. 22.—Leonard Amblam, 
a Belgian, who was arrested in July last 
on board the outward bound steamer 
from Liverpool, accused of robbery and 
the murder of Ivl.

The Meraea Tragedy 

On Monday, we called upon James 
Belcher, who is uow iu Sandwich jail, 
awaiting his trial for the shooting of 
Daniel Kenyon, in the Township of Mer- 
sea. We found him Iu good health, and, 
extraordinary to say, so far as we could 
*ee, In good spirits. In our opinion, from 
conversation with him respecting the ter¬ 
rible tragedy in which he played a promi¬ 
nent part, he does not seem to realize or 
think for a moment that he committed 
murder. In addition to the statement 
which he published in the Record lust 
week, he has supplied us with the follow¬ 
ing additional particulars, which we will¬ 
ingly publish: 

I will uow refer to the locality where I lived 
I worked with diligence aud perseverance to 
trv to make a living in the swamps of Essex.

Vampirism in Servla. 

In Servia, "as In most Sclavonic coun¬ 
tries, exists a popular belief In vampires, 
dead folk who quit their graves at night 
to torment the living. The signs by 
which the rampire Is known are the pre¬ 
servation of the body for a long time after 
It should have decayed, the fluidity of the 
blood and the suppleness of the limbs. 
Prosper Merimee, in the course of his 
travels, was the witness of a case of 
alleged vampirism, which he describes as 
follows: -- 


stench from the burning flesh soon com¬ 
pelled me to take refhge In the house. 

The house wa3 crowded with visitors, 
the men all puffing at their pipes, the 
women all speaking at once and over¬ 
whelming with questions the sick girl, 
who sat pale and stupefied, the blood- 
soaked bandages round her neck forming 
a ghastly contrast with her white, half- 
naked shoulders. Little by little the 
crowd diminished till we were left alone. 
Khava grew more and more uneasy as 
night came on, and Insisted that some one 
should watch by her bedside constantly. 
As her parcuts were worn out with fatigue 
and excitement. 

T shall never forget the night-1 spent by 
the bedside of this unfortunate girl. The 
creaking of a board, the very murmur oi 
the wind made her start and shudder. 
She could not fall Into a dose without 
seeing visions of horror, and from time to 
time wonld waken with a fearful start and 
a cry of angnish. She had had one horri¬ 
ble dream, and the village gossips had 
succeeded in completing the ruin of her 
mind by narrating to her all the frightful 
stories about vampires that they could 
remember or Inveut. Often as she felt Iter 
eyes closing she would say to me, “For 
God’s sake, do not sleep! Take my rosary 
In one hand and your sabre In the other 
and watch over me! ” Nor would she 
sleep save with her two hands locked 
about my arm, locked so tightly that the 
convnlsive grip of her fingers wonld leave 
livid marks In my flesh. Nothing could 
distract her mind; she was abjectly 
afraid of death, and believed that she 
must certainly perish. In a few days she 
was shockingly thin ; her lips were color- 
leas and livid; her great black eyes 
seemed even larger and more brilliant; 
she was a pitiable thing to see. 

T tried to Impress her Imagination by 
felgulng to believe as she did, hut, un¬ 
happily, as I bad at first derided her 
credulity, I could not easily gain her con¬ 
fidence. I told her, however, that I was 
possessed of a patent charm against evil 
spirits, and that, If she desired it, I would 
pronounce it. At first her natural un¬ 
selfishness and gentleness would net per¬ 
mit her to allow me to draw the wrath of 
heaven on myself, but, finally, the fear of 
death overcame her scruples and she Im¬ 
plored me to try ray spell. I pronounced 
loudly and solemnly some lines of Racine 
as an invocation ; then, after rubbing her 
neck, pretended to draw therefrom a small 
agate I had concealed lietween my dngers, 
and assured her gravely that I had re¬ 
moved the source of her Illness and that 
she was saved. But, with a sad smile, 
she said: “You have deceived me; you 
had that stone In a little casket; I had 
seen It before. Yon are not a magician.” 
Thus my rnse did her more harm than 
good. From that moment she grew worse 
rapidly. 

On the night before her death she said 
to me, “If I die It is my own fault. My 
lover (and she named one of the yonng 
men of the village) wished me to elope 
with him, but I would not and asked him 
to bring me a silver chain, lie went to 
Marcaska to buy me one, and I" was then 
that the vampire came. After all, If I h 3 d 
not been at the house, It might have 
killed my mother, so perhaps it is for the 
best.” Next day she made her father 
promise himself to cut her throat and open 
her veins after her death, that she might 
not also become a vampire; she would 
have no other hand but his to commit 
these needless atrocities. Then embracing 
her mother, she desired her to take a 
rosary to the tomb of a local hermit, or 
saint, there to sanctify it; then to bring In 
back to her. I could not toil to admire 
this peasant's thoughtfulness In finding 
such a pretext to keep her mother from

In 1816 I was travelling on foot In Var- 
garaz, and chanced to stop at the little 
village of Varboskn. My host was one 
Vock Poglonovich, well-to-do for the 
region, a good fellow and sufficiently 
drunken.

A tomb of mummies has been dis¬ 
covered in Peru. 

Daniel Knittel died at Fon du Lac 1 
Wis., last week, in great apparent destitu¬ 
tion, and his body was found covered with 
a horde of huDgry rats. He kept an old 
cobbler’s shop, which he occupied as a re¬ 
pair shop, eating and sleeping apartment. 
He never bought clothing and but little 
rood. He had $80,000 in cash in bank, 
and $20,000 worth of city property, which 
he willed to three nephews in Germany, 
leaving his body to be buried by the St. 
Joseph's Benevolent Association at that 
Society's expense. He made his money 
se'llng whiskey duriij^ the war. 

A triple murder occurred in Bucks- 
port, Maine, on the 13th. The victims 
are an aged man, named Trim, bis 
daughter, Mrs. Thayer, and her little 
girl. Trim’s house and buildings were 
burned. His remains were iound in 
the debris. A bloody trail was found 
leading from the house to the rear of 
the barn, and it is-supposed Mrs. Thayer 
and her daughter were murdered, and 
the bodies drrgged to the bnrn. Plun¬ 
der is supposed to have been the in¬ 
centive. A man named Frank Landers 
has been arrested on suspicion of hav¬ 
ing committed the deed. 

A smuggling' operation on an exten¬ 
sive scale was discovered in New York 
on the 12th. A jeweler, named GiiM- 
schmidt, of Bavaria, failing there, lied 
to America, leaving his wife to follow 
with his valuables. These, to the value 
of $80,000, she endeavored to smuggle. 
The inspectors discovered about $20,000 
worth stowed away in what are called 
“ two protuberances of a bulbous form,” 
covering her breast. We suppose that 
means a false bosom. The Bavarian 
creditors have attached the goods, but 
they are now in the hands of the United 
States Custom authorities, where they 
are likely to remain. 

“Awful Gardiner,” says the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle, was once a well-known 
pugilist and sporting character in New 
York. On one occasion he weut to New¬ 
ark with a “ select party ” to give a spar¬ 
ring exhibition. The negro who had 
charge of the hall where the show was to 
lake place was of gigantic stature, and one 
of the party wagered a bottle of wine that 
“ Awful Gardiner ” could not knock the 
negro down with his fist. They all waited 
in the hall for the coming of the sable 
janitor with lights. He approached with 
a candle shaded In his hands, and, as lie 
catne within arm's reach, the_ “Awful” 
measured him and struck square from the 
shoulder.' The uegro hardly winked. He 
simply turned his bead round toward the 
pugilist and said, “ Gemmen, please be a 
little car’i'ul ob yer elbows.” 

As Emperor, Napoleon III. found a civil 
list of $8,000,000 a year scarcely sufficient 
to meet bis expenses; as President, with 
a salary of only $120,000 a year, he was 
olten cruelly embarrassed. One day, after 
a Cabinet Council, the President took a 
couple of five-franc pieces from his waist¬ 
coat pocket, and, jingling them together 
in the presence of his Ministers, said:— 
“ There, that is all I have led for to-mor¬ 
row’s trip.” (He was to pay a visit on 
the morrow to some provincial town.) M. 
Ferdinand Barrott saw that, though the 
Chief of the State was smiling, he was 
yet perfectly serious; and being much 
I pained at the circumstance, straightway 
sought a friend aud borrowed 10,000 francs 
of him, which he placed in gold on the 
President’s dressing-table the same even¬ 
ing. The whole sura was gone in a lew 
hours In subscriptions to local charities— 
though not the remembrance of It; for M. 
Ferdinand Barrot rose to be Grand Cross, 
Minister ol State, and everything which 
It is i to be la this I-Avtr v/rnld.
